OIKIHO WITH CAMAOIANt IN fVIIT WAIK OP IIP! SINCI lilT - 
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Oak Bay Breakwater 


M r. McPHILUPS’ annountwipnt 
from Ottawa at the weekend 
that the tint contract has been 
awarded in connection with the Oak 
Bay breakwater project will be well 
rrt^ved by local boatowners. Along 
tstith it there is an a.ssurance that 
work will begin almoat immediately 
and will be carried on with “the 
greatest expedition until completion.” 
Ilie Oak Bay member of Parliament 
was instrumental in having the 
breakwater scheme approved by the 
federal department of public works 
as part of an extensive program of 
haihor Improvements at many point* 
on the Pacific Coast 

Besides affordjng much - needed 
accommodation and shelter for the 
rapidly expanding sport of boating, 
the project will proidde useful em¬ 
ployment during the next year or so. 
Work under the initial contract will 
be done In summer and early autumn 
because it rovers a phase of the plan 
which re<]uires good weather. The 


second stage, however, apparently 
can be carried out during the winter 
months when unemployment usually 
reaches its peak. Moat of the expen¬ 
diture, estimated at $500,000, will ha 
Jot labor; which means that the pro¬ 
ject will help to provide work at a 
time when jobs may be scarce. 

In conjunction with the break¬ 
water scheme thought will have to be 
given to the Important miatter of 
parking. Oak Bay council found itaelf 
with a difficult problem on its hands 
after the launching ramp was put 
into operation, and the necessity for 
off-street parking Is bound to be 
much greater when the breakwater 
is installed. The boating fraternity 
recognizes no municipal boundaries, 
and although the basin now to be dh- 
larged is located in Oak Bay its mani¬ 
fold attractions and advantages will 
appeal to small-boat operators from 
an oN’er Greater V'Ictoria. putting a 
se\’ere tax on available parking 
space. 


Never Mind Siberia 


O NE wonders why the CCF House 
leader, Mr. Hazen Argue, should 
be concerned about a road link with 
Russia via Bering Strait. It would 
take one nowhere, since no tran.s- 
Siberian highway Is known to exist 
in the Soviet state. Nor can there be 
many CanadiM anxioua to make 
such a road trip. 

In any case It wouldn’t be for 
Canada to Initiate such a highway. 
The B.C. boundary is 1,000 miles 
from the Bering Strait, and the ven¬ 
ture would have to he Alaskan nr 
federal American or both. Nothing 
In the current intemationki climate 
suggests that the U.S. has any reason 
to want to rub shoulders with Ru.s.sia 
any closer than now. 

As far as B.C. itself* is concerned, 
which would come Into the picture in 
the event such hypothetical junction 
look place, there is more need for 
highways within the proxince than 
one leading out of it towards Siberia. 
Apparently a Soviet engineer bad 


envisaged a link by Bering Strait 
ferry to Join North America and 
Ru.s.sian railways; but the deputy 
minister of northern affairs, in reply 
to Mr. Argue, doubted this was likely 
in the foreseeable future. One su.s- 
pects the wrorld would have to be 
much different before any such ser¬ 
vice was instituted. 

Mr. Argue said a road link would 
be an excellent thing for inter¬ 
national relations; cars could then be 
driven to A.sia via the Bering Strait. 
It would be much better if cars could 
be driven all across Canada on a 
comoleled Trans-Canada Highway of 
modem standards. This would be an 
excellent thing for international re¬ 
lations too; Canadians wouldn't then 
suffer the emharras.sment of having 
to ase U.S. highways to get from one 
part of their owrf country to another. 

Pursuit of this aim by members 
of Parliament would seem much 
more to the point than worrying 
■bout a road to Siberia. ,

T he fact that Frtmiaaonry la 100 
years old in British Columbia and 
that' Victoria formed the first lodge 
here will be commemorated this 
week, when $00 masons will as.sepible 
for the centem^l meeting of the 
Grand L<Mg» ot British Columbia, 
AF 4 AM. One of the largest con- 
ventiona to visit Victoria this year, 
incoming' members will be welcomed 
by 1,000 of their dty confreres at a 
rentendal banquet and joined in 
other parts of the program. Regis¬ 
tration begins today, with the first 
busbnesa session scheduled for to¬ 
morrow. A busy agenda will occupy 
the time of the convention until near 
the end of the week. 


A closed order, whose good work 
la done in private and Is far-reaching. 
Freemasonry has played its port in 
the upbuilding of this community and 
of BritiA Columbia through the cen¬ 
tury. The initial B.C. application for 
a.chartar was madeJn lAvS, and the 
itirst masonic meeting held in Victoria 
100 years ago. Masons who have 
been Identified with one or other 
lodges in this province but are now 
living elsewhere are to attend the 
centennial observances from many 
other points in Canada and the 
United States. Victoria will be mark¬ 
ing Its own centenary in three years’ 
time, so that Freemasoniy in B.C. is 
older than the Incorporated city itaelf. 


Pilot Power Plant 


F or a country which shared knowl¬ 
edge of uranium fission with 
Great Britain ami the United States 
as early as 1943, Canada has been 
making a somewhat slow start In the 
development of the product of its 
own researches for peaceful uses. It 
Is true that medical use of Irradiated 
by-produrti has been fostered by this 
country for some years, and that 
other research with viaeful result has 
* been undMaken in the interval. 
However, as now planned it will be 
1961 before this country brings its 
first atomic power plant into opera¬ 
tion, and that win be a relatively 


small pilot plant now to he erected 
near Chalk River. 

In a new field where costs are 
heavy, it was not to be expected that 
this country would plunge. Notwith¬ 
standing this, construction now of a 
pilot power planf scheduled to oper¬ 
ate in two years’ time through the 
conventional heat-transfer of steam 
to turbines evokes some question. 
The direct transfer of fiaaion’s Kent 
to electricity meanwhile has -been 
accomplished successfully in labora¬ 
tory circles elsewhere. By 1961 
steam power appUcations of this kind 
may themaelvea be on the way out.

France hae Insisted that It must have 
control over Amertcaa nuclear warheads 
stoivd In Ftance before It wlU allow them 
to be etoebpiM there. This has brought 
about a new dtvWon In NATO soon after 
the healinf of the breach betwee n Greece 
and Turkey over Cyprus. 

The CBtadlsn government has an* 
iKHineod that It wn permit the United 
Statee to letaln control over American 
nuclear warheads stored la Canada, aa 
required uDdef VA. law. 

However, obeenr e re la Ottawa feel 
that the gwemmenf still facca a hard 
choice betwoMi wuintenaace o< Canadian 
aoverelfnty and letting the U.8. carry a 
majar ehare af the Canadian defence 
burden.

The problem was shown clearly this 
week in the disclosure what the UA in 
hs ttoral year which staha next-month 
has aannaifced flSXdlOJOO far Canadlsn 
air defance, per cant of the Canadian 
figure for the same purpoat In the com¬ 
parable period. 

Under cost-sharing arrangemenU. the 
U.S. ta pasdng two-thirds af the coat for 
Insullation of Bomarc anti-aircraft 
missile units, a SAGE electronle control 
unit and new radars In Canada.

It is apt to. of 
course. Pigeons 
and seagulls and 
their many feath¬ 
ered friends, pre¬ 
sumably not under- 
standing the 
niceties of such matters, show public 
monuments scant respect. And all 
over the world one notes the lU-treat- 
ment of neglect meted out to public 
memotiala. 

Almost as If. once having dedi- 
catod them, the donors forgot all 
About them. 

There la the weather Itself, too, 
and the yum af the yasra. I remembar 
thtaklng JMN green Macdonald dnd 
l^urier turned on thoir raeper- 
tlva Ottawa pRdeefile dne m oi id ng 
1 climbed Parliament HUL Once they 
had fine coate of bronze. 


They couM he refrwdted. of course, 
and perhaps like Captalh Vancouver 
atop Jamoa Bay they have been 
prettied up since 1 was there. 

With stone monuments s cost of 
paint can't be invoked to restore 
pristine glory, but the Idea of a bust 
has my bleasings nevertheless. This 
city is sfmrt of statues. In whole or 
In part, ft should be a tine geati^ 
finely executed by a fine sculptor. It 
will be up to tha cHy fathers to see 
'that this Image of the Queen le 
looked after In perpetuity. 

Not far away, an the other side of 
the hill, there Is the monument to 
Burns. This Is not. aa la alleged la 
have been sakf by a tourist bus con^ 
ductor. the place where the poet la 
buried. No Indeed, he never knew Vic* 
toria. 

Actually, albeit you might not 
guess It. this memorial Is supposed 
to be a drinking fountain, which in¬ 
cidentally la why the car\’ed figures 
on top are so snull. Their size has 
notht'.g to do with the fact that was 
local Scots who caused its pl a cement. 
This was long ago. end tha fountain' 
was solemnly handed over to the rity 
and accepted %iith grave promises 
' that It would be well looked after. 

But you couldn’t get a drink thera 
today if you were dying of thirst. All 
the pipes need relaying. I’m told, and 
that coats money. What a wonderful 
warld this would be If money never 
was required. 


One supposes however that the 
Queen's bust will be more carefully 
cherished. It will recall a special ores- 
eien. and so It deaervae special sttsn- 
tion afterwards. 

Since they never heard of a city 
ordinance not much can be done 
about the birda. There are vandals 
abroad, however, as the parks depart¬ 
ment knows to its chagrin, and small 
bo>s with pencils who like to climb 
and adorn anything that presents an 
Invlution.

Reports From Ottawa 


I T would be fs.scinsting. I'm sure, 
to be privy to the steps of 
rstionali/stion in John Diefenbaker s 
mind during the j 
last three weeks. 

Last October he I 
said in Parliament j 
that a gracious { 
summer villa < 
private, bass scmI | 
trout stocked Har¬ 
rington Lake “will 
not be established 
S.S the pr»me minis- ^ • 
ter's counir>’ reslrtence to far- aa I 
am concerned.” 

Three weeks s'go H. W. Herridge 
suggested in tha Commons that tha 
villa should be set aside by law as 
the PH'x country reaidence. Keniidge. 
the CCF MP for Kootenay West. B.C., 
explained there was “general con¬ 
cern” that the residence “be preserved 
and used to the best advantage.” 

This week the government 
lapnchad action In Uit Commons to 
in just that. 

* * a 

i^nce the PM foreswore the villa 
last October after Herridge criticized 
him for using it surreptitioualy as a 
fishing haunt. Herridge's present 
about-face Is mildly astonishing. 

1 have talked to Herridge a half- 
dozen times, trying to plumb his 
reasons. Has he 8<Mne Machiavellian 
purpose in tempting the PM Into 
tha cool deep waters of Harrington 
Lake? Is he trying to destroy tha 
popular image of DIefenhaker as a 
simple man of the peopitf Is he 
trying ta set up the PM for a wave 
of political ridicule? 

Heavens, no! says Herridge. 
might as well da It properl>' by act 
of Parliament.” he explains, sine# 
Diefanhaker la using the lodge any¬ 
way. Another reason: ”The weather 
In* Ottawa being whai it la.” Another 
raaauor ”There's no extra expenaa 
to the stale.” 

But I don't believe I've plumbed 


the depths of this “sentimental 
revolutionary.” as he calls himself. 
He may have a Joker up his sleeve. 


The 4.800-acre estate with Its 
seven-bedroom villa which the PM 
will now have as his rustic retreat 
^Princess Margaret used it briefly 
last summer - was added to Gatineau 
Park In 1S51 at a cost of $232,000. 
Prime Minister St. Laurent, who had 
his own summer house at St. Patrk-e, 
Que.. de<'lined to use it. so the gov¬ 
ernment rented it at $1,000 a season. 

Diefenbsker will t>nt pay any rent. 

As recently as June 2 DIefenhaker 
aasured the Commons, on the ques¬ 
tion of additional leglslatkm to ba 
brought before Parliament thla aes- 
aion. that ”1 have not anything in 
mind, nor haa any member of the 
government.” He didn’t use the word 
“emergency,” but he left Oie Impres¬ 
sion that only in an emergency 
would the government Introduce any 
more legislation than that already 
announced. 

Then the w'eather turned hoi—In 
the 90s days on end. Then Works 
Minister Green announced legisla¬ 
tion would he lntr<^uced to give tha 
PM this villa in the cool of the hills. 

As a Gatineau hillbilly myself, 1 
don’t begrudge the PM hia rustic 
retreat. Glad to have him aa a neigh¬ 
bor; I don’t expact we'll do much 
visiting back and forth but maybe 
that road through Meach Lake to 
Harrington Lake will now get paved. 

However. I suspect that In the 
realm of national politics we've not 
heard the last of this matter. Around 
19$2 some polltica] opponent may 
recall Dlefenbaker's fervid pledge on 
elertlon night In 1957, to ”achleve 
those things tliat represent the yearn¬ 
ings and hopes of my fellow Cana¬ 
dians however humble they may he.* 
And then thla partisan may ask his 
audiaoce, ”How many here yearn for 
a rent free summer mansion by a 
fish filled lake?”

AH 1 
can ivmemher thinking about, aa 1 
felt unconsciousness enfokfiag me, 
was that my wife had put two pairs 
of fur-lined snow boots oa tfie attic 
stairs for me to take up and put In 
the cotton moit^iroof bags for the 
avmmer. and 1 had neglected to do ao. 
What worried mt was that my wUa 
would find thoae boots stUl on tha 
attic stairs. 

1 have talked to aewnti dmen sol¬ 
diers who got half way through tha 
pearly gates whan desperately 
wounded, and the things,that paaaad 
througb fhelr minds during tha half- 
dark of final reMization were almost 
Invariably prepogteroua. The pick of 
them all was that of the aergaant 
whose last ronacioua effort w a a 
quickly adding up in hia darkening 
mind the money awed him by four 
or five of the boys in his pUloon, 
drawtng a line, and sighing; ”A hun¬ 
dred and ten franca!”

Water In which real soap has 
been used does no harm, althan^ an 
excess of grmrne In It may Injure the 
aoU texture. I am not so sure about 
our modem detergents and soap sub- 
sutuiea. though, and I haw srritten 
to several of the Mg detergent com¬ 
panies without getting any very defi¬ 
nite guidance In this matter. 

I feel that, under normal enndl- 
tiona and with a normal ralntUU to 


dilute the stuff, a little detergent 
water does no particular harm to tha 
soil, although I wouldnt want to uao 
It lor a prolong period an the same 
place of ground. Water with a Unto 
detergent Ui it seems to penetrate the 
soil better. In fact. 

I don't think It Is a good Idea to 
use detergent water on the lollago of 
plants, for there la no doubt whatever 
that Its power to cut the grease on 
dirty dtehea win also dtoaohre and ro- 
. move the protective waxy film on the 
' laaves of our plants.

I have seen the blue colnting re¬ 
moved completely' from a CMorado

It Isn't very often we get a dry 
spring In Victoria. Rain is usually 
fairly plentiful la April and there la 
ample moisture In the soil to assure 
vigorous germination of the seeds 
of our April and aariy May sowings. 
From here on In. though, matters are 
a bit different. 

Our late sowings—successive sow¬ 
ings of lettuce and radiabca. and those 
ef winter greens for planting out in 
August—must be made tai soil which 
Is almost dust-dry. The trick here la 
ts water- the seed furrows very thor¬ 
oughly indeed, trickling the water In 
very slowly so that It will sink down 
deeply. Sin* on the wet surface of 
the furrow, and cover the seeds with 
dry aoa 

* * * 

Results from such adequate pre¬ 
paration are much better than from 
applying water after the seeds are 
sown. The little drihhies sprinkled 
over the seed bed are Just a waste of 
time, energy and water, and may do 
more harm than good by causing a 
crust to form on the soil surface.
